Vast sums of money have been 
paid into the treasuries of the Stutes 
mentioned, which would otherwise 
have been paid into the treasury of 
New York State. During the past 
year the Legislature has repealed 
practically the entire general corpor- 
ation law of the State and enacted a 
new one which it was hoped would 
induce incorporators to avail them- 
selves of the New York State law. 
With the same end in view the Legis- 
lature of the State of New York 
passed an act which was approved 
May 18th, 1892, which providss that 
no foreign stock cerporation other 
than a moneyed _ corporation 
shall do business in this State 


which he has become identified, and 
his loss to the banking interests will 
inure to the benefit of these, in which 
his abilities will have full scope. We 
congratulate the compaines who will 
benefit by the change, and welcome 
Mr. Adams to the commercial ranks 
where he already holds a high place 
of influence. This accession will have 
a tendency to strengthen the proper- 
ties with which he has become asso- 
ciated, commonly denoted as “indus- 
trials,’’ and cause their securities to 
be regarded with far more confidence 
than has been accorded them in the 
pa8t. The abilities of Mr. Adams in 
this direction have already had ample

Consumers realize that they will be 
forced to the wall unless they adopt 
extraordinary means to frustrate the 
object of the Trust. Already steps 
have been taken by one branch of the 
trade to offset the action of the Trust. 
This is one prong of the snag to 
which we have alluded. As all out- 
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succeeds in breaking off one, its pro- 
gress many be barred by the other. 
The Whiskey Trust has had thingsits 
own way for some time past ;it choked 
competition, and by making certain 
rules in its selling department it sup- 
posed that it had consumers by the 
throat and could dictate such terms 
as it saw fit. Up to a certain point 
the consumers were rot altogether un- 
willing to acknowledge the power of 
the Trust, but the harder the screws 
were turned the more convinced were 
some of the sufferers that the pressure 
was being applied needlessly and with 
an amount of severity that was alto- 
gether uncalled for. 

It has been no secret that the Trust 
is aiming to make a lot of money by

In order to obtain a certificate from

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THE BRIMSTONE MARKET. 


The strong tone of the brimstone 
market which has been a prominent 
feature for some time past, has given 
place to an easier feeling on futures 
and judging by past experience, there 
is a fair prospect that in the near 
It is 
true that present spot stocks are 
light, but that is of little consequence 
in view of the fact that the larger 
consumers usually supply themselves 
through purchases for forward de- 
livery. So far as this country is con- 
cerned the present or prospective sup- 
ply of brimstone is of less importance 
than it has ever been before, for the 
reason that the majority of the acid 
manufacturers here are no longer de- 
pendent upon sulphur for their sup- 
ply of raw materials, pyrites having 
in most instances taken its place. 
This is shown by the statement of 
shipments from Sicily to the United 
States in the past )ear compared with 
those of 1891, which show a fall- 
ing off of fully 10,000 tons (vide state- 
mentin ourmarket report last week.) 

While the United States is becom- 
ing an uncertain customer, and her 
requirements inthe future are likely

This is taken as an encouraging sign 
by people over there, and if it were 
not for the great need of ready money 
by the producers, they might,in spite 
of the increasing pyrites competition, 
hold prices up to profitable figures. 
A correspondent informs us that 
another encouraging feature of the 
situation is found in the fact that al- 
though stocks at shipping points are 
about 50,000 tons heavier than they 
were at the corresponding time Jast 
year,they are almost as much smaller 
at the places of production, owing to 
the exceptionaliy fine weather and 
the failure of the cereal crops having 
been favorable to the transportation 
of brimstone from the mines to the 
seaboard. 

It is estimated that the production 
in Sicily has been somewhat larger 
than last year, but this increase, as 
we have shown, has been taken 
care of. Such weakness as now ex- 
ists may be attributed to a desire to 
get rid of the accumulated stocks at 
the shipping ports, and until these 
are out of the way we may expect an 
unsettled and possibly declining mar- 
ket After these surplus stocks have 
been disposed of it is quite probable 
that a higher range of values will be 
reached, and for a time, until the ur- 
gent need of money compels holders 
40 realize, a steady tone will prevail. 
Allindications however, point to a 
recurrence of the ups and downs of 
1892, andit would not be suprising if 
average values in 1893 weuld be 
somewhat lower than those of last 
year, as the consumption of the 
world is certainly not increasing, 
while the production shows no 
marked diminution.

Ocean freight traffic for the past 


year has been much depressed, but 
according to reports from the offices 
of the different steamship lines, the 
depression lately has been growing 


worse and worse,.until at the present 
time it is amost unprecedented. 
Abroad it is said, the number of ves- 
sels lying idle has never been so large, 
while in this country the competition 
of owners or charterers of vessels is 
#0 keen as to bring the freight rates 
far belowa profitable basis. In fact, 
many shippers, it is reported, are 
doing business at aloss. In the case 
of tramp ships,if they are not tied up, 
they are flitting to and fro among At- 
lantic haibors whenever a chance to 
obtain freight presents itself, in the 
hope of obtaining a cargo.

If this 
is sustained, the precedent will, it is 
said,deprive the Trust of $15,000,000 of 
consumers’ money.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
More Carbon Black. 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 20, 1892, 
Editor O11, Paint AND DRUG REPORER: 

Referring to Mr. Martin’s letter in 
your issue of the 19th inst., I think he 
has either misread or misinterpreted 
my remarks as to the suitability of 
the name carbon black for a well- 
known article of commerce, and I 
have nothing to modify in my letters 
on that subject. With regard to the 
natural gas obtained by Bunsen in 
the Crimea, although, as Mr. Martin 
says, referring to it as exceptionally 
pure methane, his own analysis indi- 
cates the presence of higher hydro- 
Curbous in small quantity. 

The passage referred to occurs in 
his *““Gasometrie.”’ 

Natural gas is not synonymous 
with the general formula Cp Hyn+a, 
containing other ingredients besides 
methane and its homvlogues, 

Diamonds of the first water do not 
asarule show a perceptible trace of 
mineral matter, but vastly the greater 
number of these valuable gems have 
a slight yellowish discoloration. 

Mathematics is the only exact sci- 
ence, and when a chemist says that a 
thing is pure, he can go no further 
than that; impurity, if pre-ent, is too 
small to be detected by analysis. This 
is the case with some diamonds, never 
with chatcoal graphite or lampblack 
inany form. Quantitative analyses 
of carbon black show from 96 to 98 
per cent, of carbon, which compates 
favorably with charcoal and graphite. 

Carbon black is granular but not, I 
think, crystalline, I have examined 
it repeatedly under the microscope, 
and have talked with four or five 
others who have thus examined it, 
and I have yet to meet any proof or 
indication of crystalline structure. 

All authorities say that soot is 
amorphous, and carbon black is soot. 
If crystalline, it cannot be crystals of 
carbon for it also contains hydrogen. 
Furthermore, it seems to be homoze- 
neous, and the hydrogen therefure an 
essential ingredient in every particle. 
The shining specks that sometimes 
occur in carbon black are simply the 
surface where it has flaked off of the 
plate on which it is deposited. 

Animal carbon or bone black con 
tains about 90 per cent. of mineral 
matter, and therefore not a foim of 
carbon, although it contains carbon. 

Prof. Shuler, of Harvard, utterly 
disclaims the interpretation that Mr, 
Martin puts upou his expression, and 
characterizes it as a chemical ab- 
surdity. He used the phrase ‘‘gase- 
ous catbon,”’ as it were, metaphoric: 
ally, in referring to the geological re- 
lations of carbon in the cycle of or- 
gaiicchunge in which it plays the 
chief pat, 

According to my reckoning tkere 
are 30,000,000,000 of tons of carLonic 
acid gas in our atmosphere, ten times 
what Mr, Martin makes it. 
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Not one-tenth part of all the coal 
that is mined in the world, much less 
of all the coal thatis known to exist 
in the world. contains 99 per cent. of 
carbon oranything like it. Seventy 
to ninety per cent. is the general run 
of bituminous coal; lignite much less ; 
anthracite, 90 to 96 per cent.

Still More Carbon Black. 


New York, Dec. 21, 1892. 
Editor, O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

I notics in this week’s Reporter 
that the cudgels of controversy be- 
tween critical chemists and carbon 
manufacturers have again been taken 
up by my friend, Mr. Robert Martin, 
who makes a reply to the letters con- 
tributed by Mr. Cabot and myself on 
carbon black. 

As Mr. Cabot, besides being a 
manufacturer of the black is also a 
consulting and analytical chemist, he 
is well able to parry all thrusts made 
direct at him. so that I shall content 
myself in replying only to that part 
of Mr. Martin’s letter touching what 
I have written. Mr. Martin seems 
determined that there shall be a 
gaseous form of carbon, chemists and 
their works to the contrary, and in 
this letter now before me he gives his 
authority, namely, Professor Shaler 
of Harvard. I have had the pleasure 
of meeting Prof. Shaler, and reading 
to him what Mr. Martin had written 
both in the present and previous let 
ters concerning a gaseous form of 
carbon. Hereis Prof. Shaler’s reply: 
Although [ do not remember having 
used this term, I certainly have not 
used it in the sense in which a chem- 
ist would use it, fora chemist to talk 
about a gaseous form of carbon ig ab- 
solutely preposterous.”’ 

Ifthe production of 11,200 lbs. of 
carbon black a week extra upona 
market that was already overstocked, 
had nothing to do with lowering the 
— of carbon black, then the 

umurous brindle cow fish story 
given by Mr. Martin would be appro- 
priate and to the point. The above 
quantity is the amount of black 
turned out by the new processs men- 
tioned in my last letter, and which 

gave as one of the reasons for 
the low price at which earbon black 
was selling during the fall of this 
year. 

Replying to my question asking Mr. 
Martin why he did not criticise the 
many tosts which I gave in my article 
showing how the various carbon 
blacks might be tested, and the color 
and tinctorial power of the blacks 
could be determined, he writes—“‘that 
it would have been a supererogation 
as these tests were chestnuts,’’ which 
if more courteously stated would read 
that the tests ae given were true, but 
not newtohim. Mr. Martin should 
remember that the article was not 
written forthe information of black 
mauufacturers, but for the uses ofthe 
black, showing that with little ex- 
pense, and without much apparatus, 
carbon and lamp blacks might easily 
be tested. If the article accomplished 
this, it was not written in vain, for 
one thing I am assured—if buyers of 
black generally would take the trouble 
to test the blacks they use, there 
would not be 80 many manufacturers 
o_o? entirely on the length of time 
they have been established in the 
business, or on brands and fancy 
names to sell their goods. 

I maintain that the manufacturers 
who make the best goods for the least 
mouey should have the largest trade, 
for they merit it, and buyers who do 
not buy from such manufacturers, 
not only lose money themselves, but 
retard progress. 

The letter by Mr. J. A. Ullman, Ph. 
B., on this same subject, published in 
the Reporter Oct. 10, hardly admits 
of reply in au open letter, for he re- 
fers to a conversation, for I cannot 
well criticise that of which your read- 
ers have but a partial knowledge. 
From Mr. Uilman’s letter I infer that 
in his opinion no tests can be made 
of carbon black that are sufficiently 
accurate to have any value. If this 
was true, it would not be possible to 
demonstrate that one carbon black is 
blacker or stronger thar another, and 
with no means of judging of quality, 
all these blacks would have the same 
value. As a matter of fact most, if 
not all, of the users of carbon black 
know that there is considerable differ- 
euce, and that by a few simple tests 
this can be proved. No true test, 
however, can be made except by com- 
parisons, and it is well to remember 
that {no one carbon black can ba 
taken as a standard for all good qual- 
ities. For example: That carbon 
black which is the blackest may not 
have the greatest tinctorial power re- 


ducedfin white. Mr. Ullman has mis 
understood my letter, if he thinks I 
use the same oils and varnishes for 
all my tests, and I am well aware that 
the same carbon black has different 
properties when mixed with different 
oils or varnishes. For instance, the 
same carbon black in linseed oil will 
appear considerably blacker when 
mixed with rosin oil, and yet I have 
always found that the carbon which 
was blacker in linseed oil compared 
with a carbon in the same oil would 
also be the blacker if mixed with 
rosin oil. Mr. Ullman has, I believe, 
no knowledge of carbon black except 
as used in the manufacturing of 
printing ink, and he consequently 
can hardly be a judge of the value of 
all the tests as given in the article re- 
ferred to. : 

I beg to point out a few errors 
made by Mr. Ullman in his letter. 
Mr. Cabot did not propose any new 
name for carbon black, accepting the 
usual trade name as sufficient. There 
are no more ancient or common 
sources of names for the most famil- 
iar chemical substances than those 
derived from the articles or sub- 
stances from which they are manu- 
factured. For example, hydrogen 
from hudor water, and gigno gene- 
rate salt from hals, the Greek word 
for sea, and its cognate words in 
other tongues; soda from solida, the 
glasswort from the ashes of which it 
is obtained; sulphuric acid from sul- 
phur. Silicon, arsenic and number- 
less other names will suggest them- 
selves to the reader.

Recent Appraisers’ Decisions. 


GREASE, CERTAIN SO-CALLED—OIL AND 
ALKALI, COMBINATIONS OF. 


In the matter of the protest of 0. H. 
Besley & Co., against the decision of 
collector of customs at Chicago as to 
the rate and amount of duties charge. 
able on certain so-called grease, com- 
bination of oil and alkali, imported 
per Marsala,April 18, 1892, the follow- 
ing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Tichenor. 

The merchandise here subject of 
protest. which is imported from Col- 
ogne, Germany, and described in the 
invoice ae *‘6U barrels grease, extra 
quality,’’ was returned by the ap- 
praiser as a combination of oil and 
alkali, and duty was assessed thereen 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem, under the 
provisions of paragraph 76, act of 
October 1, 1890. 

The protestants claim that it is 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem as 
a manufacture of grease not specially 
provided for, under the provisions of 
section 4 of said act. 

We find as a mattor of fact from an 
examiuation of the papers in the case 
and a chemical analysis of the official 
sample of the merchandise submitted 
to us, that the said merchandise con- 
sists of acombination or mixture of 
heavy oil of mineral origin, with lime 
soap, and constitutes a compound in- 
tended for use as a lubricant. 

It thus appearipvg that the article 
consists of a combination of an oil or 
oils with au alkali, we hold that itis 
dutiable as assessed by the cullector. 
The protest is accordingly overruled. 





ALCOHOLIC PERFUMERY—‘ VINAIGRE DE 
TOILETTE.”’ 


In the matter of the protest of Park 
& Tilford, against the decision of the 
collector of customs at New York, as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain alcoholic per- 
fumery, so-called tuvilet vinegar,-im. 
ported per La Touraine, August 7, 
1892 the followingis the opinion by 
General Appraiser Tichenor. 

The merchandise in question, which 
is invoiced as “‘vinaigre’’ and as 
“‘vinaigre de toilette,” appears from 
the sample bottles thereof submitted 
by the protestants to consist of so- 
called toilet vinegar, produced by 
Roger & Gallet, successors to Jean- 
Marie Farina, and by Cottan & Co., 
Societie Hygienique, of Paris, France, 

It was assessed for duty at $2 per 
gallon and 50 per cent, ad valorem, 
under the provision in paragraph 8, 
N.T., for alcoholic perfumery, etc., 
and is claimed by the protestants to 
be dutiable either at $2 per gallon 
and 25 per cent. ad valorem, under 
the provision in said paragraph for 
alcoholic compounds not specially 
provided for, or at 50 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 77, N. T 

We find as matters of fact that the 
said merchandise contains from 60 to 
72 per cent. of absolute alcohol b 
voluine, combined with water, small 
quantities of acetic acid and essential. 









































oils, and some odoriferous waters sub- 
stance that is adopted for use to uses 
similar to those for which cologne 
waters are intended, is an alcoholic 
perfumery, and is similiar in char- 
acter to the merchandise which was 
the subject of the Board’s decision 
of June 25, 1892 (G. A. 1561.) 

We accordingly hold that said mer- 
chandise is dutiable at $2 per gallon 
and 50 per cent ad valorem as assess- 
ed by the collector, and overrule the 
protest. 





BETANAPHTHOL AND NAPHTYLAMINE, 


In the matter of the protest of Gei- 
senheimer & Co., against the dezision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York, as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain betana- 
phthol, etc., imported per the vessels 
and on the dates named in annexed 
schedule, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt. 

We find—1. That Messrs. Geisen- 
heimer & Co., and Read, Holliday & 
Sons, limited, imported into the port 
of New York, in the year 1892, as 
shown in tke annexed schedule, 
certain merchandise invoiced as beta- 
naphthol and betanaphthylamine,pro- 
tests 30485 and 32331 relatiug to beta- 
naphthol alone, and the remaining 
protests relating to both. The col 
lector assessed duty upon said 
merchandise at 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, under tne provisions of para- 
graph 76, N. T., as a chemical com- 
pound or chemical salt. 

2. That said merchandise was beta- 
naphtol and naphthylamine; that the 
dominantand characteristic element 
of betanaphthol and naphthylamine 
is derived from coal tar, and that the 
same are coal tar preparations, not 
colors or dyes. 

The importers claim that said mer- 
chandise is dutiable at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem as coal tar preparations, not 
colors or dyes, not otherwise pro- 
vided for. 

In accordance with our findings of 
fact, we hold that the same was 
properly. dutiable under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 19, and sustain 
the protests. 





TOLUIDINE SULHOACID OR THIO CHROMO- 
GEN. 

In the matter of the protest of 
Schulze Berge & Koechl, against the 
decision of the collector of customs 
at New York, as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain thio chromogen, imported per 
Friesland, October 8. 1891, and Rhyn- 
land, October 26, 1891, the following 
is the opinion by General Appraiser 
Lunt; 

We find (1) that Messrs. Schulze- 
Berge & Koechl imported into the 
port of New York, October 8 and 26, 
1891, certain merchandise invoiced as 
“toluidin sulfosaure,”” upon which 
duty was assessed at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem, as a coal tar color or dye, 
under paragraph 18, N.T, (2) That 
said merchandise was toludine sul- 
phoacid, sometimes known as thio 
chromogen, and is a chemical co.n- 
pound and a coal tar color or dye. 

It is claimed by the protestants to 
be dutiable at seven-eighths of a 
cent per pound as an extract of dye- 
wood, or at 20 per cent. as a coal tar 
preparation, not a color or dye, under 
paragraph 19, N. T., or at 25 per cent. 
tgs a color or chemical compound, 
under paragraphs 61 or 76, N. T. 

The acid was the subject of de- 
cision G. A. 1073. and we refer to and 
adopt the views therein expressed 
concerning its character and uses, It 
is proper to add that the protest re- 
fers to the merchandise as thio chro- 
mogen, while no such designation 
appears upon the invoice, and the 
collector express the opinion that the 
protest is void, as he fails to findsuch 
merchandise designated upon the in- 
voice, no other information being 
furnished by the protestants except 
as to marks and numbers. 

We do not consider that the col- 
lector is required to look outside of 
the protest and invoice for inform- 
ation as to the article to which the 
protest is intended to apply, and we 
are of the opinion that the protest did 
not furnish to the collector sufficient 
information to render it effective. 

We hold thatduty was properly as 
sessed, and the decision of the col- 
lector is affirmed. 


NAPHTHOL SALT R, 


In the matter of the protest of 
Schulze-Berge & Koechl, against the 
decision of the collector of customs 
at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain naphthol salt R, imported per 
Rhyniland. October 26, 1891, the fol- 
lowing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Lunt: 


We find (1) that Messrs. Schulze- 
Berge & Koechel imported into the 
port of New York, October 26, 1891, 
certain R naphthol salts, upon which 
duty was assessed at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem as a chemical salt, under the 
provisions of paragraph 76, N.T. (2) 
That said R naphtol salts is a chem- 
ical salt, and its dominant and char- 
acteristic element is derived from 
coal tar, and the same is a coal tar 
pespetson. not a color or dye. 

The importers claim the same to be 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 19, N.T. Upon our 
findings the protest is sustained. 





PHENYLENE DIAMINE, 


In the matter of the protest of Wm. 
J. Matheson & Co., against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as tothe rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain 
phenylene diamine, imported per the 
vessels and on the dates named, in 
annexed schedule, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Lunt: 

We find that Wm. J. Matheson & 
Co., Limited, imported into the port

We further find that said pheny- 
lene diamine is achemical compound, 
its dominant characteristic element 
being derived from coal] tar, and that 
the same is a coal tar preparation, 
not a color or dye. 

The importer claims that the said 
merchandise is dutiable at 20 per 
cent ad valorem, under the provis- 
ions of paragraph 19, N. T. 

We consider the claim of the im- 
porter to be well founded, and sustain 
the protest. 





TOLUIDINE BASE, 


In the matter of the protests of 
Geisenheimer & Co., against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as tothe rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain tolui- 
dine base, imported per the vessels 
and on the dates named in annexed 
schedule, the following is tne opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that Messrs. Geisen- 
heimer & Co. and the Roessler & 
Hasslacher Chemical Company im- 
ported into the port of New York in 
the years 1891 and 1892, as shown in 
the annexed schedule, certain tolui- 
dine base, upon which duty was as- 
sessed at 25 per cent. ad valorem as 
a chemical compound, under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 76, N. T. 

(2) That said toluidine base is a 
chemical compound, the dominant 
characteristic element of which is de- 
rived from coal tar, and that the 
same is a coal tar preparation, nota 
color or dye. 

The importers claim that the same 
is dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
as a coal tar preparation, not a color 
or dye, under paragraph 19, N. T. 

Upon our findings, we hold that 
said merchandise is dutiable as 
claimed, aud the protests are sus- 
tained. 





NAPHTHALENE OR MARBLE CARBON, 


In the matter of the protests of 
Solomon Lewy et al., against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain naph- 
thalene, imported per the vessels and 
on the dates named in annexed sched- 
ule, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find: (1) That the protestants 
named in the annexed schedule im- 
ported into the port of New York, at 
various times as therein set forth, 
certain merchandise upon which duty 
was assessed at the rate of 26 per 
cent. ad valorem as chemical com- 
pounds, under the provisions of para- 
graph 76, N. T. P ; 

(2) That said merchandise was in- 
voiced as naphthalene, plain or cam- 
phorated, or as marble carbon, plain 
or camphorated, and was, as shown 
in the invoice, either plain naphtha- 
lene or naphthalene with which was 
combined by mixing, but not chemi- 
cally, asmall percentage of camphor, 
the latter being invoiced as campho- 
rated naphthalene or marble carbon, 

(3) Thatin the portion invoiced as 
camphorated naphthalene, naphtha- 
lene is the component element of 
much the greater value and the pre- 
dominant element thereof. 

(4) That naphthalene is a distillate 
ofooal tar, a coal tar product, a 





chemical compound, and not acolor 


or dye. 

(5) That both the plain and cam- 
phorated naphthalene are coal tar 
preparations. 

The importers claim that said mer- 
chandise was dutiable at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, under the provisions of 
paragraph 19, N. T., as a coal tar 
Se peng and upon our findings of 
act we hold that the claim is well 
founded, and that said merchandise 
was properly dutiable as claimed. 
The protests are sustained. 


ALIZARINE BLUE; GALLOCYANINE—IN- 
VOICES, MISSTATEMENTS IN, LIA- 
BILITY FOR, 


In the matter of the protest of John 
L. Vandiver, against the decision of 
the collector of customs at Philadel 
phia as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain ga locy 
anine, imported per Switzerland, 
April 20, 1892, and Pennsylvania, May 
17, 1892, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that the protestants im- 
ported into the port of Philadelphia, 
April 20, 1892, certain merchandise 
invoiced as “‘alizarine blue,” V. 8. 
(violet shade), which merchandise 
was, on May 3, 1892, passed free, 
under paragraph 478, N. T., as adye 
@ mmercially known as_ alizarine 
blue, and afterwards the invoice was 
reconsidered and reliquidated at 35 
per cent. ad valorem, under para- 
graph 18, N. T., and the merchandise 
classified as a coal tar color or dye 
not specially provided for in the act. 

(2) That said merchandise was in 
fact gallocyanine, aud was not the 
dye commercially known at and be. 
fore the time of the passage of the 
act of October 1, 1890, as alizarine 
blue, and the same was not correctly 
invoiced. 

(3) That the fact set forth in the 
second finding being duly ascer- 
tained by the collector, he reliqui- 
dated the invoice as above stated, and 
the protestants furnished a sample of 
the merchandise with their protest. 

(4) We refer to and adopt our ob- 
sei vations and findings, from 2 to 5, 
inclusive, concerning gallocyanine in 
decision G, A. 1,391, which article 
there passed upon was identical in 
kind with the subject of this protest. 

(5) That duty was assessed upon the 
invoiced value of the merchandise. 

The protestants claim that said 
merchandise is free, under paragraph 
478, N. T.; that the goods having 
been delivered to the importer before 
reconsideration, the action of the ap- 
praiser in making a further report as 
to the nature of the merchandise was 
illegal. 

There was no error in the identifi- 
cation of the merchandise as to its 
kind or character upon the reclassifi- 
cation ; the invoice value was accept- 
ed as the dutiable value. If, there- 
fore, the facts found by the Board are 
correct, it does not appear that the 
importers have been aggrieved by 
the action of the collector; and if the 
importers were aware that the mer. 
chandise was as found by the Board, 
they did not comply with the piovis- 
ions of section 5 of the act of June 10, 
189, and the use of such an invoice 
by design for entering dutiable mer- 
chandise as alizaine blue, free, when 
in fact, if the same was correctly in- 
voiced, it would be shown to be duti 
able, would render such importers 
amenable to the penal provisions of 
section 9.f the act of June 10, 1890, 
and subject the merchandise to for 
feiture. 

The protest is overruled and the de- 
cision of the collector affirmed.

BINITRO TOLUOL. 


In the matter of the protests of 
Wm. J. Matheson & Co., limited, 
against the decision of the collector 
ofcustoms at New York as tothe 
rate and amount of duties chargeable 
on certain binitro toluol, imported 
per Dania, December 17, 1890; Bohe- 
mia, January 3, 1891, and Wyoming, 
August 13, 1591, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that Messrs. W. J. Ma. 
theson & Co. imported into the port 
of New York since October 6, 1890, as 
shown in the annexed schedule, cer- 
tain merchandise upon which duty 
was assessed at 25 per cent. ad valo- 
rem, under paragraph 76, N. T., asa 
chemical compound. (2) That said 
merchandise was binitro toluol,which 
we find isa chemical compound and 
also a coal tar preparation, not avolor 
or dye, its principal characteristic 
element being derived from coal tar. 

Itis claimed to be dutiable at 20 
per cent. ad valorem, under para- 
graph 19, N. T.. as a coal tar prepara- 
tion, not a color or dye, 


OIL PAINT AND 


In accordance with a decision of 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals at New York, lately rendered, 
we hold that said merchandise is 
dutiable under the present tariff, as 
claimed, and sustain the protests. 


NAPHTHIONATE OF SODA. 

In the matter of the protests of the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany, against the decision of the col- 
lector of customs at New York, as to 
the rate and amount of duties charge- 
able on certain naphthionate of soda, 
imported per the vessels named and 
on the dates set forth in the annexed 
schedule, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that the Roessler & 
Hasslacher Chemical Company im- 
ported into the port of New York since 
October 6, 1890, as shown in the 
annexed schedule, certain mercan- 
dise upon which duty was assessed at 
25 per cent, as a chemical compound, 
under paragraph 76, N. ‘I’. (2) That 
said merchandise was naphthionate 
of soda, a chemical compound and a 
= tar preparation, not a color or 

ye. 
The importers claim the same to be 
dutiable at 20 per cent. under para- 
graph 19, N. T. 

In accordance with decision G, A. 
776 and a recent decision of the United 
States circuit court of appeals, New 
York, we sustain the protests, 


DIPHENYLAMINE, 


In the matter of the protests of 
Scheellkopf Analine and Chenical 
Company, against the decision of the 
collector of customs at l‘uffalo, N. Y., 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain diphenylamine, 
imported per Friesland, April 21, 1892, 
and Penniand, April 7, 1892, the fol- 
lowing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that the Schoellkopf 
Analine and Chemical Company im- 
ported into the port of Buffalo April 
7 and 21, 1892, certain merchandise 
invoiced as diphenylamine, which was 
assessed for duty as a chemical com 
pound at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
under paragraph 76, N. T. 2. That 
said merchandise was diphenyluniine, 
the chemical constitution of which is 
expressed by the formula: 

C,H,xN 
C,H ,xH 

That the same is a chemical com- 
pound; that the dominant character- 
istic component element thereof is 
derived from coal tar, and that the 
same is a coal tar preparation, not a 
color or dye; that various shades of 
cval tar dyes are manufactured from 
this preparation. 

We hold that the merehandise is 
dutiable as claimed by the importers 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 19, N. T., and sustain the 
protest. 

MEDICINAL PREPARATION — POWDERED 
**CARICA PAPAYA’”’ OR VEGETABLE 
PEPSIN. 


In the matter of the protests of 
Lehn & Fink, against the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York. 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain papain or veg- 
etable pepsin, imported per L, 
monarch, April 21, 1892; Montana, 
March 25, 1892, and Helvetia June 9, 
1892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that Messrs Lehn & 
Fink imported into the port of New 
York April 20, 1892, and atother times 
as above stated, certain Papain or 
vegetable pepsin upon which duty 
was assessed at 25 per cent. under 
paragraph 75, N. T. 2. That said 
papain is a medicinal preparation in 
the form of a powder, obtained from 
the fruit of of the ‘“‘carica papaya’”’ or 
pawpaw tree; that alcohol is not a 
component part thereof, but alcohol 
is used in its preparation to precipi- 
tate the powder. 

This article is identical with that 
which was the subject of decision G. 
A. 638, concerning an importation 
made under the act of 1883, 

Paragraph 74 of the new tariff dif. 
fers from paragraph 92 of the tariff of 
1883 in this, that the latter paragraph 
covered preparations of which alcohol 
is‘a component part, while paragraph 
74, N. T., is enlarged so as to embrace 
medicinal preparations in the prepara- 
tion of which alcohol is used. 

In these cases the importer claims 
that alcohol is used in the prepara- 
tion of papain, and the United States 
Dispensatory confirms their position. 

e hold that papain, vegetable 
pepsin, or powdered “‘carica papaya” 
is dutiable under the tariff of 1890 at 
50 cents per pound, as provided in 
paragraph 74 of the act. 

The protests are sustained,

ESSENTIAL OIL, CERTAIN SO-CALLED ATTAR 
OF ROSES. 


In the matter of the protest of O. 
G. Hempstead & Sons, against the 
decision of the collector of customs 
at Philadelphia as to the rate and 
aniount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain so-called attar of roses (essential 
oil), imported per Lord Clive, July 13, 
1892, the following is the opinicn by 
General Appraiser Tichenor : ° 

We find as facts in these cases that 
the merchandise in question consists: 

Of odoriferous essential oil, per- 
fumed with the essence of roses or 
other flowers. 

The merchandise mentioned in our 
finding of fact was assessed for duty 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem as an es- 
sential oil, under paragraph 76, N. T., 
and is claimed by the appellants to 
be exempt from duty under the pro- 
vision in paragraph 661, N. T., for at- 
tar of roses. 

The merchandise in question is de- 
scribed in the invoice as ‘‘10 kilos at- 
tar rose,’’ the whole being valued at 
50 franes, or at 5 frances per kilo. The 
attar, or otto, of roses of commerce is 
described by the recognized author- 
ities as a volatile and highly fragrant 
essential vil, made in Turkey and 
other eastern countries, also in the 
south: f France, from the finest vari- 
eties of roses,chiefly from the damask 
rose, or Rosa Damascena, by distil- 
ling the leaves with water at a low 
temperature, the \ield being very 
smail, 150 pounds of the rose leaves 
yielding less, generally than an ounce 
ofattar or otto. Itis of a yellowish 
color, is soluble in absolute alcohol 
and in acetic acid,and should congeal 
well in5 minutes at a temperature of 
54% degrees Fahrenheit. The pres- 
ent wholesale market price of a good 
article of Turkish attar of roses is 25 
shillings sterling per ounce, and of 
the French article about 1,800 francs 
per kilo. 

_ We hold that all the merchandise in 
question was properly returned by 
the appraiser and assessed for duty 
by the collector, and overrule the pro 
test. 


TOILET PREPARATIONS~SACHET POWDER, 


In the matter of the protest of the 
John Shileto Co., against the de 
cision of the surveyor of customs at 
Cincinnati as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain 
sachet powder, toilet article,imported 
per Auranoia, August 25, 1892, the fol- 
lowing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Tichenor. 

That portion of the merchandise in 
the above-deseribed protest which we 
have here under consideration is de- 
scribed in the invoice as sachet pow- 
der, and consists of a fine white pow- 
der made of sandal and other scented 
woods, and from certain fiowers, and 
is used in sachets or scent bags, and 
is sometimes sprinkled loosely in 
toilet drawers, clothes presses, etc.. 
for the purpose of imparting a pleas- 
ant perfume to clothing, handker- 
chiefs, and other toilet articles. 

It was assessed for duty at 50 per 
cent, ad valorem, under paragraph 
77, act of October 1, 1890, as a toilet 
preparation, and is claimed by the 
protestants to be dutiable at 20 per 
cent, ad valorem, as an unenumerated 
manufactured article under section 4 
of said act. 

We find as matter of fact that the 
merchandise is a perfumed powder, 
intended and adupted for use as a 
toilet article, and is a tuilet prepara- 
tion. 

We accordingly hold that said 
merchandise was properly classified 
and assessed for duty by the collector, 
and overrule the protest. 


BLUE-MOTTLED CASTILE SOAP, 


In the matter of the protest of W. 
H. Schieffelin & Co., against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain castile 
or so-called blue mottled soap, im- 
ported per Arizona, June 7, 1892, the 
foilowing is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Tichenor: 

The merchandise here subject of 
protest is invoiced from London, Eng- 
land, as “blue mottled soap,’’ at 
17s. 6d. per cwt., and consists, accord- 
ing tosample, of hard, white soap, 
mottled with blue, in bars, and ofa 
fine, oily texture. 

The appraiser returned it as castile 
soap, and states in his special report 
that it is commercially known as 
such. It was accordingly assessed 
for duty by the collector at 1 cents 
per pound, under the provision in 
paragraph 79, act of October 1, 1890, 
for castile soap. 

The protestants claim that it is not 


castile soap, and is dutiable at 20 per 


cent. ad valorem as soap not specially 
provided for under said paragraph, 
and at the hearing of the case they 
produced testimony to the effect that 
it was not made from olive oil, but 
from some other vegetable oil, prob- 
ably eotton seed oil, whose fatty acids 
are of a higher melting point than 
olive oil, which is at about 26°C., 
while that of the fatty acids of other 
vegetable oils is much higher, that of 
cottonseed oil being about 39° C, 

Asample of the merchandise was 
submitted by the Board to experi- 
enced and reputable importers and 
wholesale dealers in and also manu- 
facturers of soaps, who testified to the 
effect that it was known commerci- 
ally as blue mottled castile soap, and 
had been so known for a great many 
years; that it was an inferior article, 
like the mottled soaps generally, but 
nevertheless was known as castile 
soap, and was sold generally through 
druggists for bath and other toilet 
uses, and never as a commonsoap for 
ordinary washing purposes, 

It appears from information before 
the Board that the article is of the 
class of red, gray and blue mottled 
silicated soaps which were first made 
in Germany from bleached palm and 
eocoanut oil, but which, in later 
years, have been made quite extens- 
ively at or about Marseilles, France, 
and also in England and the United 
States from palm kernel and cotton- 
seed oil, and perhaps to some extent 
also from tallow and other animal 
greases, but which are known in com- 
merce as castile soaps. 

We find as a matter of fact from the 
papers and testimony in the case that 
the merchandise in question is made 
from vegetable oil, perhaps cotton- 
seed oil and other substances, and is 
of the class which is known in trade 
as castile soap, and was so known for 
many years prior to October 1, 1890. 

We accordingly hold that this mer- 
chandise was properly assessed for 
duty by the collector, and we over- 
rule the protest. : 

This decision is in harmony with 
G. A 1,358. 


TOILET PREPARATIONS—SO CALLED POW- 
DERED SOAP, 


In the matter of the protests of 
Stern Bros., against the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain so called pow- 
dered soap, toilet preparation, etc., 
imported per La Touraine and La 
Gascogne, April 26 and February 16, 
2892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Tichenor: 

We find as matter of fact that the 
merchandise here in question con- 
sists: 

Of a preparation in the form of 
powder, invoiced as “‘bains savon- 
neux,’’ which is apparently com- 
posed of greund almond beans or 
similar starchy vegetable substance 
mixed with an alkali constituent in 
the nature of powdered soap, which 
emits anagreeable perfume, and is 
apparently designed for use as a 
toilet preparation, particularly for 
bath purposes. 

The appellants appeared by coun- 
sel before the Board on the 14th in- 
gtant, and formally abandoned the 
claim made in their protests with re- 
spect to the merchandise meationed. 

We hold.that said merchandise was 
correctly assessed for duty at 50 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provis- 
ions of paragraph 77, N. T., for toilet 
preparations. , 

The protests are accordingly over- 
ruled and the collector’s action af- 
firmed. 


OLIVE OIL UNFIT FOR SALAD PURPOSES, 


In the matter of the protest against 
the decision of the collector of cus- 
toms as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain olive oil, 
imported per British Prince, April 5, 
1892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Sumerville: 7 

The merchandise in question 18 
olive oil imported from Smyrna in 
April, 1892. : j 

The local appraiser at Philadelphia 
reports that in his judgement ‘‘it 1s 
not fit for table use, although it is un- 
doubtedly so used by certain classes 
of foreigners among us.” _ 

The importers in the hearing held at 
Philadelphia, testified that it was 1m- 
ported in bond and was shipped by 
thousands of tons from Sniyrna to 
England, Germany, and America for 
use as machinery oil; that they sold 
it to wool manufacturers, and had 
never been able to find a customer 
who would use it for eating purposes. 

One witness, who dealt in olive oil, 
testified that it is rendered fit for eat- 
ing purposes by being ‘‘cut down 





ee 
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with cottonseed oil.’’ All the wit- 
nesses concur in the conclusion that 
it is a very law grade of olive oil, and 
the weight of the testimony is to the 
effect that it is not ordinarily used as 
a salad oil or for eating purposes by 
persons generally in this country, but 
only by a certain class of Italian citi- 
zens, who exclusively use it. 

The examiner of oils in the ap 
praizer’s department at New York tes- 
tifies that such oil is ‘‘used by Italians 
in large numbers in New York city,” 
and by some Spaniards, but ‘not by 
Americans to any extent,” or by any 
other classes. 

The merchandise was classified by 
the collector, uuder paragraph 44 of 
the new tariff act, as “olive oil, fit for 
salad purposes,’’ and assessed at 35 
cents per gallon, 

It is claimed as free of duty under 
paragraph 661, ‘‘as olive oil for manu- 
facturing or mechanical purposes, un- 
fit for eating, and not otherwise pro- 
vided for’ in said tariff act. 

We are of the opinion that the 
phrase “‘fit for salad purposes, means 
ordinarily regarded as fit for eating 
purposes, as determinable by its use 
tor such purp2ses. Ifitis only used 
by a small class of persons (a few 
thousand at most) of a particular 
nationality, or who immigrate from 
& particular country (it may be from 
stress of poverty or from national 
idiosyncrasy,) that fact does not con- 
trol the classification for the sixty- 
five millions of inhabitants of this 
country. 

We accordingly find as facts: 

1. That the olive oil in question is 
fit for manufacturing and mechanical 
purposes and was imported for that 
use and is commonly and chiefly used 
for such purposes. 

2. That itis rarely used for eating 
or salad purposes, und then only by a 
small class of citizens, mainly Ital 
ians; and that it is not fit for salad or 
eating purposes within the meaning 
of the present tariff act. 

The Board passed on an importa- 
tion of olive oll substantially of the 
same kind with this, in decision G. A. 
665, and held that it was not fit for 
eatlng purposes. 

The protest is sustained and the 
collector's decision reversed. He is 
instructed to reliquidate the entry 
accordingly.

Boston’s Trade in Soap Making Materials 
in the Past. 


“The changes inthe methods and 
volume of any line or department of 
business that time has wrought dur- 
ing the past quarter or half of a cen- 
tury are nothing short of marvelous, 
and in notrade have these changes 
been greater than in soap stocks, 
prominent among which I shall men- 
tion sal soda, caustic soda, tallow, 
palm oil, ete. 

I have been in this line of business 
thirty five years, and in this business 
about thirty years,’’ said one of Bos- 
ton’s oldest merchants, ‘‘and between 
business of thirty and thirty-five 
years ago, and that of to-day, there is 
no comparison. Stocks carried by 
dealers then were almost micro- 
scopical when compared with those 
carried at the present time. Then, 
there were very few dealers in Bos- 
ton. A man by the name of Leonard 
was thelargest dealer. He did not 
carry on a very large business as we 
would regard it to-day, but at that 
time it was pretty large. 

Potash is now used in making 
Prussian blue, and very extensively 
by large manufacturers—and exten- 
sively in nearly all chemical works. 
It is also used by silver-platers, and 
for many other purposes: In those 
days potash was very largely used 
in the manufacture of domestic soaps 
—soft soap—and was peddled through 
the country; though many farmer’s 
wives leached their own ashes, saved 
through the winter from the hard 
wood fires. The writer can well re- 
member, how, in the early spring, 
away upin northern Maine, twenty 
years ago, the farmers wives would 
set up the barrel at acant, fiill it with 
hard-wood ashes, with a little steam 
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in the bottom; and then for a -couple 
of days a gallon of hot water, heated 
in the tin wash boiler on the kitchen 
stove was kept in a cavity in the top 
of the barrel of ashes. In about 
forty-eight hours the amber stream 
of strong lye would begin to trickle 
from the grooves cut in the board, 
in which the leach barrel sat. Then 
the big iron kettle was brought and 
hung in the huge old-fashioned fire 
place, a roaring fire built, and the 
fresh lye, together with the year's 
accumulation of soap-grease were 
thrown into the kettle, and then the 
annual soap-making was under way. 
And to be candid, many is the hour 
that the writer has sat before the 
great tire. place and stirred the heavy, 
eos mixture with a long wooden 
adie, 

But in the old days there was not 
so much trade in soap stocks as there 
is to-day, for now the demands of the 
great manufacturers of hard soaps 
are enormous. And then,there is now 
an immense amount of tallow ex- 
ported, whereas, thirty-five or forty 
years ago a great deal of tallow was 
imported from Russia. It used to be 
worth 9, 10 and 12 cents per pound, 
whereas, the ruling prices now aver- 
age, 4, 4% and 5 cents per pound. 
There was an old Boston firm, E. & A. 
W. Wingate, one of the oldest firms, 
whose place of business was located 
at East Cambridge, who imported 
large quantities of tallow from Russia, 
later, in the time of the war, tallow 
was sold as high as 33 cents per 
pound. Sales were frequently made 
at as high as 20 and 25 cents per 
pound, but this was occasioned by the 
war. 

Another article imported largely in 
the old days was Ceylon cocoanut oil, 
but that, until within fifteen years 
wag used comparatively little in soap 
making. Thirty years ago Ceylon 
cocoanut oil was too expensive to be 
very largely used for making soaps, 
for it was worth 15 and 16 cents per 
pound, whereas it now sells for 5% 
cents, and even less. Now the West- 
ern soap makers use great quantities 
of it—especially in the manufacture 
of white soaps. Rosin, when the war 
broke out, went up to $50, and white, 
as light rosin even sold for $60 per 
barrel. When war was declared there 
were 500 barrels of rosin on the Bos- 
ton market which could have been 
bought for $1 25 per barrel, but which, 
within a year, sold for $40 per barrel. 
One man bought quite a number of 
barrels which he re-sold for $15 per 
barrel, and considered that he made 
a tremenduous profit on it; but that 
same man was soon forced to buy 
rosin at $40 per barrel. 

But speaking of the changes in 
business, there was a large business 
thirty years ago, or so, in curriers’ 
grease. ‘This was the scrapings from 
the hides, and was collected around 
the country. Now these scrapings 
are worked into the leather. ‘We 
paid a large price for curriers’ 
grease” said my informant, ‘and 
used to buy thousands of hogsheads 
and ship it to Cuba.” 

It is but a few years—compara- 
tively—since caustic soda first came 
into the country. Soda ash was used 
more largely before the introduction 
of caustic soda—also an article known 
as “‘barrilia,’? which was made from a 
kind of sea-weed picked up off the 
coasts of France and Spain. But 
barrilla was in use even before the 
days of soda ash. It looked very 
much like plaster of Paris rock, and 
was very hard. 

After the days of barilla, soap 
makers used soda ash, and then came 
caustic soda. Formerly caustic soda 
was all made in different parts of 
England, but now a very superior 
quality is made at Syracuse,N. Y. 

‘‘At ore time a man by the name of 
Dobson, I think, in Connecticut,” 
said the Boston merchant, ‘‘began the 
manufacture of caustic soda, but 
what he produced was not up to the 
market requirements, being a sort of 
cream-color, and put up in barrels, 
But it soon played out, although 
large quantities of it were sold while 
it lasted, and Dobson soon went out 
of business.” 

Years ago palm oil was extensively 
used, but now it is verysparingly em- 
peeved, chiefly for coloring purposes. 
Vhen that great area of Boston 
fronting the harbor, now covered with 
warehouses, bounded by India street, 
Faneuil Hall and Dock squares, and 
Friend street, was, thirty years ago, 
occupied by long wharves, when ves- 
sels came up to India street, the 
Custom House, and even up to Fane- 
uil Hall, packets came up along 
Central wharf, which is now a solid, 
paved street, and discharged whole 
cargoes of palm oil, thousands of 
packages, At that time the area sur- 


rounding the site ofthe present mag- 
nificent Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce building, was a water basin 
crowded with vessels from all parts of 
the world. The water front of Boston, 
since that magnificient broad thor- 
oughfare, Atlantic avenue, was cou 
structed, is several hundred rods 
further east than it was in the old days.

Review of the Cotton Seed Oil Market. 
BY HOPKINS,DWIGHT & CO. 


New York Dec. 20, 1892. 

We quote cotton seed products as 
follows: 

Prime Crude.—Sales were made 
yesterday morning at 36 and in the 
afternoon at 37c, closing 37%c bid. 
Offering of crude oil limited, and 
stock here quite light. Off Crude.— 
Last sale was 35c, but there is very 
little of this grade offering. We ex- 
pect that there will Jikely be a larger 
proportion of off oil, if the mills can 
obtain the seed, especially in the 
West, where the weather has not been 
favorable for good seed since October 
15, except in southern Texas. Off S. 
Yellow.—There is a limited incuiry 
for this oil and an equally small sup- 
ply at present. This grade will sellin 
small quantities, however, at prices 
that will not permit of its extensive 
use. It goes into the soap kettle only 
when selling at comparatively low 
prices. We quote 39%c to 39¢c as nom 
inal price. Prime 8S. Yellow.—Sales 
yesterday at 39c, 39%%c¢ and 40c, clos- 
ing at 40c bid. We think stocks here 
are quite light. The following ex- 
tract from Bradsireet’s of last Satur 
day may be of interest: 

It is learned through the W. J. Wil- 
cox Land & Retining Company that 
“the American production of lard 
has been absorbed by consumers in a 
way never seen before, in spite of the 
liberal production of cooking substi- 
tutes, and European countries appear 
tu have produced less lard and other 
fats than usual since the poor crops 
of 1891. The production of butter 
has been uncommonly restricted 
everywhere during the year 1892, and 
the slaughter of hogs and cattle has 
yielded less fat everywhere. In the 
great tat-importing countries, Great 
Britain and Germany, a condition of 
scarcity of supplies as well as produc- 
tion has prevailed for many months. 
Hogs for this winter's slaughtering 
are deficient in numbers. In Britain 
the hog crop is reckoned about one 
and one-half millions under the aver- 
age, and in Germany the shortage is 
probibly worse still, as the season 
1891-92 was one of great scarcity of 
feed stuffs, s0 much so that in East 
Prussia and Pomerania the young 
pigs sold down to 10¢ apiece in Octo- 
ber, 1891. There is no relief for 
months yet, though Germany raised 
a large potato crop this year as well 
as general feed in plenty. These two 
great stomachs of Europe are not 
now receiving the usual supplies of 
food fats from the producing coun- 
tries east of them, owing ro foot. and- 
mouth disease closing the frontiers 
against Denmark and Austria-Hun- 
gary.” 

The market had been ham- 
mered down lasf week by offerings of 
oil that were made by people who 
were credited with the attempt to de- 
press prices in order to get hold of 
some large lots of oil at prices 





they were selling some _ small 
lots for. Whether this impression 
be correct or not, it has been 


evident to us that the situation has 
been a peculiarly strong one, and 
that oil was quite likely to reach 40¢c 
for prime crude some time this sea- 
son, and equally good prices for 
prime summer yellow. The advance 
in lard alone has been snfficient to 
create a large demand for oil with 
which to make compound lard at any 
rate. The advance in price of hog 
products appears to be largely due to 
the large reduction in the hog crop, 
caused by the very unprofitable 
prices realized for the past three 
years, Then the disaster that came 
to the cotton crop of the Mississippi 
Valley and North Texas, bv bad 
weather and killing frosts, effectually 
blighted the promise of a large crop 
of seed, while the very general reduc- 
tion in acreage in the Atlantic States, 
also had considerable effect uvon the 
size of their crop. Another potent 
factor in making seed scarce was the 
conviction of the planter that some 
fertilizer was absolutely necessary in 
the Atlantie States to make a good cot- 
ton crop, and pursuing the economical 
plan that helped them through the 
season, many farmers have resolved 
not to sell their seed. Perhaps this 
later idea has made the successive 
advances in prices of seed bring out 
much less than usual. At any rate, 
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seed is not coming to the mills in 


their usual quantity, and a great 
many mills that ordinarily have a 
supply of seed at this time sufficient 
to keep them running until spring 
and summer, have not been able to 
get enough to run beyond January 
15th. With a poor olive crop it is evi- 
cent that prices must go to a point 
that will restrict consumption, and 
what price that will be is the question, 

Our advance has already shut out 
exporters toa large extent, for Hull 
has been able to supply oil to the 
Mediterranean at lower prices than 
are current here. 

We do not see any reason for mills 
to part with their oil freely except 
upon firm markets, and at a profit, 
and to keep selling upon every firm 
market at full prices, and rot try to 
strike the top. When priees reach 
the top, it will be very hard to sell 
when the market starts downward.

The Position of the Chemical Trades. 


On the occasion of the inaugural 
meeting of the Manchester section of 
the Society of chemical industry, the 
chairman, Mr. Ivan Levinstein took 
a‘lvantage and passed in review the 
position of the chemical trade, and a 
rather pessimistic view he took. He 
pointed out that in the alkali trade 
the exports had fallen from 6,947,000 
cwt-, in 1883 to 6,216.000 cwt., in 1891, 
a reduction of 10 per cent.; while on 
the other hand Germany had increas- 
ed its exports from 351,000 ewt. in 1884 
to what this year will probably reach 
867,000 cwt., ourimports into Germany 
falling from 928,900 cwt. in 1880 to 
143,700 cwt. in 1890. Notwithstanding, 
itis doubtful whether English alkali 
is not in as good a posiiion to-day as 
it was ten years ago. In the great 
coal tar industry we find that the val- 
ues of the products have been much 
reduced during the past few years, 
the price of benzol having fallen 50 
per cent. of late. ‘he cause of this 
drop is given both by Mr. Levinstein 
and Dr. Dreyfus as the result of a 
change in the relative position of 
Germany and England in regard to 
coal tar products. Formerly Eng- 
land was the great producer of the 
raw products, exporting large quanti- 
ties into Germany for conversion into 
finished products. Now. however, 
Germany is beginning to collect these 
raw materials from coke ovens, and 
thus to displace English products 
with the result that the prices of the 
latter have dropped to rather unrem- 
unerative figures. What are English 
coal tar distillers to do? There is only 
one thing—enter into competition 
with Germany for finished products, 
It Germany will not take our raw 
materials we must work these up our- 
selves, and instead of our dyers hav- 
ing to go to Germany for their dyes 
we must supply them _ ourselves, 
There is no reason why this cannot be 
done, but our cval tar men must be 
prepared to do as the Germans have 
done, employ the best scientific skill 
they can do; they must support the 
movement which is now going on for 
the promotion of technical education, 
and by their practical advice and as- 
sistance help to make our technical 
schouls much more efficient than they 
now are. Mr. Levinstein and other 
speakers who followed him pointed 
out that in the matter of technical 
education we were a long way behind 
Germany or Switzerland, while some 
even asserted that as regards primary 
education we were half a century be- 
hind the little Republic of Switzer- 
land. The amount of leeway England 
has to make up in matters of educa- 
tion i= immense, but as we are now 
going at it with energy there is no 
doubt but that we shall soon recover 
this leeway, even if we do not gain 
the ascendancy over our rivals.—QOil 
and Colormans’ Journal,

Oil of Thuja. 


The investigation of the essential 
oil of thuja occidentalis, the common 
arbor vite, by E. Jahns, showed that 
it containg about 10 per cent. of a ter- 
pene, and that the chief constituent, 
to which he gave the name thujol, 
has the same composition as cam- 
phor. In following up the investiga- 
tion O. Wallach has found that the 
oilis separable into three poitions; 
that boiling between 166° and 190° 
contains pinene, together with sub- 
stances which appear to be acetic 
esters, The second fraction, boiling 
between 190° and 200°, constitutin 
the greater part of the _ oil, 
was the subject of investigation. 
The third fraction boiling between 
200° and 215° has not been examined. 
By means of Leuckart’s method of 
obtaining bases from ketones, it was 
ascertained that thuja oil contains a 
body analogous to camphor, The

was treated with hydrochloric acid 
gas, thujonamine hydrochloride be- 
ng soluble in ether, while fenchyla- 
mine hydrochloride is insoluble. But 
complete separation could not be ef- 
fected in that way, unless the opera- 
tion was often repeated. 

Thujonamine boils at 198°-199°, and 
it closely resembles fenchylamine,but 
is less readily converted into deriva- 
tives that crystallize well. The pres- 
ence of a very small proportion of 
thujonamine prevents the identifica- 
tion of fenchylamine,as it interferes 
with the crystallization of the deriva- 
tives. The hydrochloride and nitrate 
are readily soluble in water, the sul 
phate is less soluble. The hydrochlo- 
ride has the formula C,,H,,N'HCl, 
and the platinochloride (C,,4,,N°HCl), 
PtCi,. The acetyl compound has not 
been obtained in a crystalline state, 
but by reaction of the hydrochloride 
with potassium cyanate a crystalline 
carbamide was obtained. In one 
respect the behavior of  thujcon- 
amine suggests a relation with 
hydrocarvylumine. When the dry 
hydrochloride is heated it breaks up 
completely into ammonium chloride, 
and a hydrocarbon of the specific 
gravity 0 840 and boiling point 172°— 
175°, which has a composition prob- 
ably en by the formula 
C,,H,,, but its characters are quite 
different from thuse of any known 
terpene. 

he ready breaking up of thujona- 
mine and the churacters of the hy- 
drocarbon thus produced, as well as 
all its other reactions, indicate that 
thujone is an unsaturated compound 
This is also shown by all its other 
characters, especially by its ready ox- 
idation. by the action of perman- 
ganate two isomeric crystalline acids 
are formed. 

a- Thujaketonic acid, C,,H,,0,, 
crystallizing in well defined plates, 
melting at 75°—76°, soluble in 40 parts 
boiling water. The solution remains 
clear on cooling, and crystals are not 
deposited until after one or two days. 
when the acid is impure it separates 
at once and in an oily condition. On 
heating the dry acid it is converted 
with elimination of carbenic acid into 
a ketone O,48,,0. 

B-Thujaketonic acid, C,,H,,0,.crys- 
tallizes in needles,melting at 78°—79°, 
It requires 70 parts of boiling water 
for solution, and on cooling the solu 
tion the acidcrystallizes at once. It 
yields a ketone, OC,H,,0, when heated 

When iodine is added to a solution 
of the acid in caustic soda a copious 
separation of iodoform takes place 
even inthe cold. Bromine cedaone 
a similar effect. Both acids react in 
alkaline solution with hydroxylamine, 
yielding 

a Thujaketoximic acid, O,,H,,NO,, 
crystalline, very sparingiy solubie in 
water or ether, melts at about 168°. 

B-Thujaketoximic acid, C,,H,,NO,, 
melts at 104°--106°,but otherwise much 
resembles the a acid. 

The ketune, C,H,,0, from the B acid

184°—186°. A solution of it absorbs 
bromine. With hydroxylamine it

It has not yet been ob- 
tained quite pure, but it may safely 
be assumed that its composition is 
represented by the formula C,H,, 
The hydrocarbon is unsaturated; it 
absorbs brumine with decoloration, 
yielding a heavy bromide. By treat 
ment with fuming nitric acid a solid 
nitro compound is formed, showing 
that it is an hydrogenated aromatic 
hydrocarbon. 

These observations are in several 
respects noteworthy. The ready oxi- 
dation of thujone to the ketonic acid 
O,,H,,0, is very remarkable. Several 
a-ketonic acids have been obtained 
already by the oxidation of unsatu- 
rated compounds, as, for instance, 
from isosafrol, isapiol and isomethyl- 
eugenol by Ciamician and Silver. 
But the thujaketonic acids are not 
a-ketonic acids, and in their forma- 
tion there is no alteration in the car- 
bon of the original material, which is 
itself a ketone. 

Analogues of this change are known, 
Arth has shown that menthone, 
C,,H,,0, is converted by oxidation 
into an acid, O,,H,,0,, which is, ac- 
cording to Misholander, a_ ketonic 
acid. pene recently v. Miller and 
Rohde showed that even by shaking 
phenyl-hydrindon with caustic soda 
and etherin the cold it is converted 
iato a ketonic acid, B-desoxybenzoin- 
ortho carbonic acid.

hydrogenated ring systems appears 
therefore to take place readily when 
the carbonyl group is placed next to 
a carbon atom attached to a tertiary 
hydrogen atom. Pending the investi- 
gation of this point it may be men- 
tioned that dihydrocarveol yields on 
oxidation an acid the alkaline solution 
of which produces with iodine iodo- 
form, and that by oxidation fenchone 
yields an acid C,,H,,0, in two differ 
ent forms. 

The solution of the ketone C,H,,O 
is of especial interest. It is no doubt 
a homologue of the ketone C,,H,,0 
obtained from cineolic anhydride 

The interesting feature of these 
unsaturated ketunes is their con- 
vertibility into hydrocarbons that 
must be regarded as _ hydro- 
genated benzene derivatives. The 
possibility of a synthetic produc 
tion of hydrocarbons C,,H,, having 
the general characters of terpenes 
from unsaturated ketones of the fat 
series is now tolerably well proved, 
for if the ketones C,H,,O and C,H,,O 
are respectively convertable into the 
hydrocarbons C,H,, and ©,H,,, the 
next higher homologue C,,H,,0 
should be convertible into C,,H,,. 

It may he expected in this way to 
obtain menthene and its lower homo- 
logs. This is the more probable since 
the conversion of hydrocarveol into 
terpinene has been effected, and Ber- 
tram and Walbaum have shown that 
dipentene and terpinene can be syn- 
thetically produced from linalool, 
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C,,H,,0, an unsaturated alcohol of the 
fat series. 

Moreover, since it may be safely 
predicted that several terpenes will be 
produced from very simple materials, 
it will be seen that very great addi- 
tions to our knowledge of these com- 
pounds may be looked forin the im- 
mediate future, 

In view of the probability that the 
newly discoverea methods may ad- 
mit of the production of terpenes dif- 
fering in the position of the side 
chains in the molecules it will, per- 
haps, be useful to extend the existing 
nomenclature. It will benecessary to 
distinguish ortho, meta, and para- 
terpenes. Some of the natural ter- 
penes, no doubt, being to the latter 
class. For example, terpinene has 
recently been shown to be a para- 
methyl propyl hydrobenzene. Lower

Three of the largest 
local dealers have consolidated 
their interests and will hereafter 
conduct their busi- ness-as one 
concern.

in the venture may be shaded by out- 
side parties, it is quite probable that 
au early and material advancein gen- 
eral market quotations will be 
secured, The plate glass war seems 
to have been ended. 





Chicago Paint Market.

Pig Lead.—A_ shade better feeling 
has pervaded the market this week, 
although sales are still confined to 
semi-occasional transactions in car 
lots. Refiners, however, have ad- 
vanced their asking price to 3 57%ce. 
Buyers are still indifferent, but 3 55¢ 
is bid, which is an improvement over 
last week. Producers are unanimous 
in calling stocks very light, and the 
constant reiteration of this statement 
seems, at last, to he producing a wild 
sort of effect. 

White Lead.—There is nothing of 
interest to be chronicled in this mar- 
ket. Distribution is confined to sup- 
plying the ‘“‘tail-end’”’ business wants 
of the season, and only the most lim- 
ited sort of jobbing inquiry is re- 
ported. In the absenceof any tempt- 
ation tothe contrary, prices are uni- 
formly quoted at schedule rates, and 
the general marketis featureless. 

Mixed Paints.—In this department 
of the paint trade, as in lead and dry 
colors, there is nothing of conse- 
quence doing. Manufacturers are 
getting ready for the coming season, 
and there is reason to believe that 
their expectation of a prosperous 
spring trade is well founded. 

Window Glass.—Trade is gradually 
settling down to its midwinter basis. 
Old orders are pretty nearly all filled, 
and comparatively few new ones are 
being booked. rices are in about 
the same conditidn as they have been 
forsome time past, discounts being 
far from uniform.

Gas Failure in Ghio and Glass Manufac- 
turer 


For several winters past there has 
been an annually recurring contest 
between the glass companies of North- 
western Ohio towns and the gas trus- 
tees, the former demanding more gas 
because at times they had not suffic- 


} ient to operate their works steadily. 


Several suits have grown out of the 
failure of the trustees to furnish suf 

ficient fuel and the denouements to 
these suits have been of various kinds. 
First Maumee had to forego gas alto- 
gether and Celina then followed and 
Bowling Green was compelled to put 
up with a very meagre supply. That 
was two or three years ago. As each 
of these so called gas towns began to 


But the latter 


misfortune would ever come, or if 
they did believe so, they thought it a 
good while off, and immediately be- 
gan to boom their respective locali- 
ties, even at the expense of their less 
fortunate neighbors. But even the 
strongest and most boastful gas towns 
have come to grief. The owe 
eternal gas supply is an idea held only 
in rememberance, 

The Celina Bottle Co. has not oper- 
ated in two seasons because of the 
failure of gas. Maumee as a glass 
town exists no more and the fates of 
the remaining glass towns in north- 
western Ohio is only a matter of con- 
jecture. They are not contiguous to 
the coal fields and the best substitute 
they can findis oil. Asa fuel this is 
a fair substit::te, but whether its gen- 
eral use will not run prices for it up 
to the top notch remains to be seen. 

Three years ago thetinely equipped 
20 pot window glass factory of the 
United Glass Co., at Bowling Green, 
O., shut down for want of gas. At 
about the same time two of the green 
bottie houses of that place was 
burned down and were never rebuilt 
because no gas was available. To- 
ledo also gave up the ghost two years 
ago, and last year north Baltimore 
had to admit the truth. Tiffin now is 
short, and proud Findlay and Fos- 
teria now appreciate how true 
were the predictions of their unfor- 
tunate neighbors of a few years ago. 
At Findlay only the Model Flint Glass 
Co., Buckeye Window Glass Co., and 
Findlay Window Glass Co. cling to 
gas; all of the other glass plants 
have adopted oil, including Dal- 
zell, Gilmore & Leighton Co., Findlay 
Bottle Co., United Window Glass Co., 
Ohio Window Glass Co., West Park 
Giass Co., and Diamond Window 
Glass Co. Fostoria still clings to gas, 
although the supply is precarious. At 
Bowling Green ail but one factory 
uses oil, and the exceptional factory is 
said to be owned by the gas trustees 
which explains while it is still satis- 
factorilly supplied. Bowling Green, 
as a consequence of her gas supply 
falling will lose another plant in the 
shape of the Safe Glass Co.. which 
has already closed arrangements to 
remove, 

It must not be understood that the 
gus has entirely given out at these 
places ; they have still a little left, but 
the trustees find it more profitable to 
give that little to private consumers 
than to manufacturing establish- 


ments. 

The freaks of the gas fields of the 
country during the past few years 
have played havoc with many of the 
glass houses, and have worked great 
changes in the relative importance of 
states as giass manufacturing cen- 
tres.— Glassworker. 
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A Volumetric Method for the Determina- 
nation of Lead.*

A technical method for the volu- 
metric determination of lead, requir- 
ing but an ordinary amount of ma- 
nipulation: and occupying a short 
space of time, has long been desired. 
A number of such methods have been

promised more or less success. Of 
those there are but two which give 
results that are sufficiently accurate 
even for technical work, a brief out- 
line of which will be given. 

The first, which is the more practi- 
cal, consists of neutralizing the ni- 
trate of lead solution with ammonia 
or carbonate of ammonia, then add- 
ing an excess of acetate of sodium.

standardized solution of bichromate 
of potassium, the end reaction being 
indicated by ared coloration or bring- 
inga drop of the red solution in con- 
tact with a drop of neutral solution of 
nitrate of silver. With careful manip 

ulation this process yieids good re- 
sults. The greatest objection to be 
brought against the method is the 
uncertainty of the complete precipi 

tation of the lead as the chromate, if 
— precautions are not observed, 
t 


elength of time involved in the: 


process, and finally the ease with 
which the end point of the reaction 
can be overstepped. 

The other method consists in pre- 
cipltating the lead as carbonate from 
ite solution, dissolving the precipitate 
in a measured quantity of normal ni 
tric acid, to whichthen a neutral so- 
lution of sulphate of sodium is add 
ed. The sulphate of lead is precip- 
itated and an equivalent amount of 
nitrate of sodium formed. The free 
nitric acid is subsequently deter- 
mined with a normal alkali solution, 
the lead percentage being calculated 
from the observed difference between 
the original amount of nitric acid 
used, and that found to be atill free. 
This plan requires the lead solution 
to be quite free from other elements, 
for which special precautions are nec- 
essary, and the length of time in- 
volved in the operations quite unfits 
the process for technical laboratories. 

There is another method which has 
lately been described, which, while 
not volumetric ae to offer great 
advantages over the preceding ones. 
It consists in dissolving the sulphate 
of lead in an ammonium chloride 
solution, and precipitating the lead 
. from the same in the metalic form by 

+ Means of sheet aluminum, the lead 
finally being weighed. The result 
appears to be very accurate. The ex 
isting prejudice in technical labora- 
tories against any method which in- 
volves a gravimetric determination 
will, however, operate as a _ bar 
against its general introduction, if a 
method equally as accurate, or suffi- 
ciently so,for all purposes, but volu- 
metric, can be found. 

VYhe method abou% to be described 
is offered in tlie hope that it will meet 
the required conditions. It is based 
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the decomposition of this salt by sul- 
—— acid, the determination of the 
iberated oxalic acid by permanga- 
nate of potassium solution, and the 
calculation of the lead percentage 
from the amount of oxalic acid with 
which it was originally combined. 

In the analysis of ores and furnace 
products the following plan of opera 
tion has been found most suitable. 

Place 1 gram or 0 50 gram, accord- 
ing to richness of the material, in a 
4-in. casserole; add 15c.c. cone. nitric 
acid and 26 c.c. conc. sulphuric acid; 
cover with watch glass and heat on a 


cipitate. Stir poem J until the pre- 
cipitate settles rapidly, leaving a per- 
fectly clear supernatant liquid. Filter 
and wash precipitate three times with 
a hot mixture of alcohol and water (1 
alcohol, 1 water), and then four times 
with hot water alone. (In washing 
the precipitate it is well to use a fine 
jet. keeping the stream on the filter 
and not allowing it to flow on the 
glass, as otherwise the precipitate is 
apt to creep on to the funnel, and 
thus occasion lose.) When thoroughly 
washed, the So is rinsed 
into a flask or beaker with about 50 
c.c, hot water, 5 cc. cone. sulphuric

acid appear. Removeand cool; when 
cool, gradually add about 50 c.c. of 
cold water, heat to boiling and imme 
diately filter. Wash well with boiling 
water a aciditied with sulphuric 
acid, and finally with plain hot water. 
Now rinse the insoluble residue into 
a beaker of about 200 c.c. capacity, 
using not more than 50 c.c. of water, 
add 50 ¢.c. conc. hydrochloric acid, 
cover with watch glass and boil 
briskly for five minutes. The sul- 
— of lead and lime pass into solu- 
tion 

If much silica and sulphate of bar- 
ium be present, it is well to filter and 
wash well with boiling water. If 
such filteration is undertaken. it 
must be done rapidly Small amounts 
of silica do not interfere, but larger 
quantities prevent the subsequent 
precipitation of the lead in une spongy 
mass. 

Dilute the solution with water to 
about 100 c.c., keeping it hot, but 
not boiling. Now add 2 grams of 
granulated zinc. The lead beginsim- 
mediately to be deposited as a met- 
allic sponge. When the action of the 
acid on the zinc, has apparently 
ceased add an additional 0°60 gram. 
After five minutes the solution is 
again boiled for a few minutes and 
thea 10 c. c. conc. hydrochloric acid 
added. This dissolves the remainder 
of the zine very quickly, and when 
the reaction is completed the lead 
sponge will be found floating on the 
surface of the liquid. Decant solu- 
tion, wash the lead sponge with cold 
water and press it out flat with the 
finger. Dissolve it in 1 ¢.c. cone. 
nitric acid and 20 ¢.c. hot water. Add 
now a siight excess of carbonate of 
sodium (the salt is preferable to the 
solution), and re-dissolve the precipit 
ated carbonate of lead by adding 5 
c.c. strong acetic acid; add 20c. c. of 
95% alcohol, heat the solution to 65° 
C. and precipitate the lead with a sat 
urated solution of pure crystallized 
oxalic aeid. The lead comes down at 
once as a dense white crystalline pre- 
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mined by permanganate of potassium 
selution in the usual way. 

The only precautions to be observed 
are those which have already been 
mentioned with reference to bismuth, 
and when large amounts of silica or 
sulphate of barium are present. 

As the ratio of the atomic weight 
of lead to that of the combined oxalic 
acid is very high, any error occurring 
in the titration will be magnified. It 
is advisable, therefore, to use quite 
dilute solutions of permanganate of 
potassium, the strength of this being 
not greater than 1°58 grams KMnOQ,:1 
liter, which will give a strength of 
solution, 1 c. c, = about 50 milligrams 
of lead. 

The standard of the solution in 
terms of lead is obtained by multi- 
plying the standard in terms of crys- 
tailized oxalic acid by 1°6428. 

The time involved in the execution 
of the method on a single assay oc- 
cupies from 35 to 40 minutes, and the 
carrying out of a number of assays 
simultaneously is easily feasible.

Electrolytic Soda and Chlorine. 
BY C, F. CROSS AND E, J. BEVEN. 

The production of caustic soda and 
chlorine by electrolytic decompos- 
ition of the brine solution is by no 
means new. The English process of 
Mr. Greenwood was patented several 
years ago. It consists essentially of 
an electrolizer, which is a rectangular 
slate tank divided by diaphragms. 
These diaphragms have _ been the 
principal source of difficulty,f{together 

: : 
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with the production of an anode that 
would not decompose in a short time. 
The diaphragms in Greenwood’s ap: 
paratus consist of V-shaped pieces of 
slate and glass, firmly packed into 
the electrolizer with asbestos. The 
anode is made of retort carbon set 
with type metal, upon which it is 
— the free chlorine has no ac- 
ion 

The American process, which is 
turning out at one alkali work in the 
United States alone upwards of a ton 
of caustic a day, consists of an iron 
rectangular tank with a sloping floor, 
and the cathodes of thick iron gauze 
resting upon it. The diaphragms 
are double, and are built up of parch- 
ment paper and sheets of asbestos 
matted t gether and hardened with 
coagulated albumen. The anodes are 
of ee retort carbon fasteved in lead, 
and not separated into cells, but the 
whole in one tank. The principal 
drawback to the American process is 
that in six or eight weeks’ time the 
anodes wear away, but arrangements 
are made so that as they wear awa 
at the bottom they can be lowered, 
The diaphragms also are by nomeans 
permanent,

The yield was 
pully 80 per cent. of the theoretical 
efficiency inthe electrical force, and 
it was quite possible to concentrate 
the liquor to 10 per cent,, pass car- 
bonic acid gas intoit, and thus pro- 
duce bicarbonate of soda. 

In the discussion before the Society 
of Chemical Industry some consider- 
able scepticism was displayed as to 
the process proving % commercial 
success, in spite of the figures shown. 
The apparatus appeared admirable, 
but the expenses attached to the 
electrical plant, and the low efficienc 
obtainable from it, seemed fatal. t 
was explained by one speaker that 
there was very little likelihood of ob- 
taining cheaper electricity than that 
produced by the various lighting 
stations. r. MacEwan created con- 
siderable amusement by describing 
his visit to see the Greenwood process. 
One man appeared to be occupied all 
day in removing the incrustation 
from the anodes with a penny gum 
brush or camel hair pencil! He seri- 
ously doubted if the process could by 
any means produce a ton of good 
commercial caustic, although the ar- 
ticle might answer the requirements 
of the paper makera.

The market throughout the week 
under review has been an unusually 
good one for the present season. 
Among the many features we men- 
tion the advance in cottonseed, lin- 
seed and lard oils, the latter two hav- 
ing advanced two cents, anda further 
advance appears to be expected in the 
near future, while cottonseed has ad- 
vanced several points and is very 
feverish. Lard oil has, we are led to 
believe, reached its topmost figure, 
as it is now higher than it has been 
for many years past. Recent advices 
have reported that one thousand bar. 
rels ot Japan fish oil, direct importa- 
tion, has been sold to arrive about 
the month of February or March. 
Five hundred to come to New York 
and the remainder to go to Boston. 
The general tone of the oil market is 
good and the new year promises to 
open auspiciously for both manufac- 
turer and dealer. 

Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed Oil.—Cake being so weak- 
ened and depressed and at the prices 
lately asked itis said that manufact- 
ures were failing to realizing any 
profit from theirsales. and as a nat- 
ura] result oil has advanced 2c per 
gallon ard a further advance is ex 
pected in the nearfuture. There are 
many rumors afloat concerning the 
consolidation of the lead with the oil 
interests but none have been con- 
firmed. The market. while no sales 
have come under our notice, is quite 
firm. 

Cottonseed Oil.-On Monday the 
market opened weak with indications 
that lower prices would undoubtedly 
prevail, but before the close on 
’Change a large speculative movement 
to cover short sales wss inaugurated, 
and prices were quickly advanced 
several points. Since then the “bulls” 
have had it their own way. Chicago 
has been a free buyer of both 
erude and refined at prices con- 
siderable above those which have 
been paid here. It is reported that 
about 20,000 bbls of prime yellow has 
been taken by Western lard retiners at 
prices ranging from 42@48 delivered 
at Chicago, and about 10,000 bbls of 
primey crude at 36@40c f. 0. b. loose at 
mills; also 5,000 bbls prime crude in 
Chicago at 45c. There has been con- 
siderable oil placed here both for con- 
sumption and speculative account. 
Early in the week 2,700 bbls of prime 
yellow sold at 38@40e, and later 5,000 
bbls of prime yellow for January de 
livery at 42@4ic. For crude there has 
been an active demand from those 
who had their ccntracts cancelled, 
owing to the non delivery of tank 
cars to be furnished the mills. The 
sales aggregate 6,000 bbls at 35¢ fo b 
mills, 1,000 bbls at 36ec fob New Or- 
leans, and from 6,000 to 8,000 bbls of 
Texas crude at 40c fob mills. On 
Friday there was a slight reaction, 
prime crude being offered’ in 
a large way at 44c for Jauu- 
ary delivery, with 43c bid, and prime 
summer yellow for January delivery 
at 47c, with 46c bid. This, however, 
does not indicate weakness, but 
rather a disposition on the partof the 
buyers to depress prices in order that 
they may induce holders to release 


further stocks. Tallow, which has 
been an enigmaall along, is beginning 
to wake up, and from present indica- 
tions there is every reason to believe 
an upward turn in this article will soon 
be recorded. Since the review was 
written which we publish on another 
page, itis only just to say that the 
market has advanced several points 
as our report shows. In addition to 
the large transactions noted above,the 
following sales are given to show the 
course of the market from day to day. 
These however, only representing 
portions of the business done after 
*’Change had closed; 150 bbls prime 
crude at 36c, 300 bbls ditto at 37c, 200 
bbls ditto at 37%c, 200 bbls prime 
crude at 87\%c, 150 bbls ditto at 38ce, 
200 bbls ditto at 39ce, 60 bbls 
ditto at 39%c, 300 bbls prime 
crude at 40°, 250 bbls prime crude at 
42c, 100 bbls do. at 43c, 200 bbls prime 
crude at 44c, and 6500 bbls prime 
crude for January delivery at 45c ; 200 
bbls prime yellow at 39%ce, 200 bbls 
do. at 40c, 300 bbls do. at 40c; also 500 
bbls prime yellow at 40c, 500 bbls do. 
at 42¢c, and 1,000 bbls do. at 43c; 100 bbls 
do. at 45¢e, 500 bbls for January 
delivery at 47¢ and 2,500 bbls do. at 
474%4@418c. Also 500 kbis for January 
delivery at 48c, 3/0 bbls of soap stock 
at 1%c; an offer of 1% was declined 
for 1,000 bbls. The Union Gil Co. of 
Providence have advanced their price 
for winter white and yellow to 50c and 
49¢ respectively. Mr. Geo. H. Wil- 
liams in his circular of to day sums 
up the situation as follows: ‘This 
week has experienced the  heav- 
iest advance tiat has taken place in 
cottonseed dil in recent years. It be- 
came known here that the West was 
anxious for oil; price did not appear 
to be as much the question ag, 


‘Where can we get oil, and what 
quantity ?’ It is reported that 
one concern bought one hundred 
ears of crude and_ “refined oil 


and were trying to get more; th's 
fact becoming known stampeded our 
buyers, and crude was advanced from 
36c¢ to 43¢, considerable oil changing 
hands; sellers of the morning mourned 
that they did not wait until the after- 
noon, as their sales when reported to 
their constituents looked low when 
compared with the then ruling fig- 
ures. This advance has been brought 
about by an active demand for com- 
pounding lard, The price of this arti- 
cle has been raised about lc per 
pound. Whether this advance will 
curtail consumption remains to be de- 
monstrated. Prime lard has declined 
about 4c per pound during the week, 
so that the difference in value is not 
as great as heretofore. We have no 
doubt but that the high price of hog 
products will curtail consumption, 
but whether to the extent of the 
shortage of hogs, is a question 
that must be considered by holders 
of C 8 oils. Our prices are now far 
beyond the reach of exporters and 
the soap kettle, so that present high 
values are dependent on the absorb- 
ing capucity of tke lard kettle alone. 


There is no doubt of the short- 
age of the crop; high prices 
for seed do not bring these to 


marketin the quantities that crushers 
expected ; mills in the Mississippi val- 
ley and Atlantic states expect to shut 
down in January, which will be about 
two months earlier than usual. Re-. 
fined oiis have advanced to 47e for 
prime S Y,but at the close it is offered 
at 46%c. Sales have been made since 
our Jast at from 38%@47c. Buyers are 
somewhat timid at’ present high 
prices, and are awaiting further de-

Last 
week’s stock was 1,458,878 bushels, 
and that on the corresponding date 
of last year 2,988,530 bushels. The 
percentage of lower grade seed (6.4) 
is about the same as it was a week 
ago. Last year it was but 3.9 per 
cent.

Sulphate of Copper. 


Among the principal sources of 
copper sulphate may be mentioned: 

1. The refining of the prescious 
metals (gold and silver), which fur- 
nishes very considerable quantities. 

2. The natural liquors found in 
mines containing pyrites and those 
derived from the treatment of the 
residues cupreous pyrites by the wet 
methcd 

3. The direct preparation of copper 
sulphate by dissolving in dilute sul- 
phurie acid, oxidized or curbouated 
minerals crude copper, or waste cop- 
per after artificial oxidation. 

The process of refining the pres- 
cious metals by concentrated sulphuie 
acid is too well known to require de- 
scription. 

The natural liquor produced in the 
presence of certain mineral sulphides 
and those which result from the treat- 
ment of burnt cupreous pyrites, with 
sulphurie acid, or from the simple 
washing of these residues with water 
after proionged exposure to the air, 
produce an impure sulphate of cop- 
per, mixed with more or less ferrous 
sulphate,by simple concentration and 
crystallization. This can be purified 
by heating the salt gently so as to 
convert the ferrous oxide into in- 
soluble ferric oxide and dissolving it, 
or by precipitating the iron by pow- 
dered malachite (copper carbonate). 

The mother liquors are afterwards 
precipitated by iron, for the crop ob- 
tained by a second crystallization 
would contain too much iron: the 
final liquors resulting from this oper- 
ation are then worked up for sulphate 
of iron. 

LINDING’S PROCESS, 

At the copper works of Foldal (Nor- 
way) avery pure copper sulphate is 
obtained by the following meth«d, 
which is described in L’Engrais: 

The burnt residue of cupreous py- 
rytes are extracted with water and 
precipitated with sulphuretted hydro- 
gen. The copper sulphide formed is 
washed, filter pressed, dried and con- 
verted into copper sulphate by a 
moderate roasting. The suiphuretted 
hydrogen is obtained by passing the 
gases from a Siemens regenerator 
along with water vapor through alter- 
nate layers of pyrites and fuel. Aftor 
passing through a dust chamber, the 
gases reach a second chamber, in 
which they meet the copper solution, 
which is allowed to drip in a shower 
from the roof.

In almost every other line of busi- 
ness there appears to be a confidence 
thet the turn of the year will witness 
sn improvement in trading, and al- 
though business may have been dull, 
unusually dull in some lines, there is 
confidence that the new year will 
bring an improvement. But what can 
be said for the speculative trade in 
petroleum that will tend to keep up 
the depressed spirits of those who 
depend for their livelihood on the 
speculative market? Nothing! A 
more hopeless outlook could not 
well be imagined. Notwithstand- 
ing, however, there are condi- 
tions which, if thoroughly understood, 
would doubtless cause some of 
those who formerly found the bull 
ring so enticing to again enter the 
market. Looking at the situation as 
one may the conclusion is forced on 
the mind that oil is cheap, and how- 
ever the field news may come—show- 
ing inereased or decreased produc- 
tion—the fluctuations likely to fol. 
low should inure to the beuefit of the 
intelligent operator. Certainly no 
danger of extraordinary fluctuations 
menaces those who would venture, as 
there are now no powerful specula- 


tive cliques to foree the mar- 
ket up when buyers appear 
and then to depress it and 


compel the luckless wights to unload 
at a loss, but a substantial profit to 
themanipulators. Trading has again 
been dull to stagnation, Monday and 
Tuesday passing w.thouta sale, while 
during no day was there even what 
might be called fair trading. The 
report from the fields has been rather 
bearish in its tenor, the production of 
the newer fields having been kept up 
by new wells, McDonald showing 
an increase. ‘The statisticai situa 
tion, however, shows undiminished 
strength, the difference between runs 
and deliveries amounting to about 
20,000 bbls. per day, as shown 
by the daily pipe line returns. 
The transactions during the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales tooting 
up 18,000 bbls against 6,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
af the local exchange amounted to 
28,000 bbls against 8.000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the Oil City ex- 
ehange amounted to 368,000 bbis, 
against 940,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week 
was recorded on Monday, when 
53c was reached. The jowest point of 
the week was 52%c, and was touched 
on Tuesday. The opening price lust 
Monday was 53c, and the close this 
noon was at 52%c. showing a loss of 
%c as a result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was \%c. There

The Clove Situation. 


The quiet and uninteresting state 
of the clove market, into which we 
had relapsed after a short and un- 
eventful spurt says the London Com- 
mercial Record, seemed likely to last 
a considerable time, there being no 
valid reason whatever for an early re- 
vival of the recent activity. Firm 
offers from Zanzibar came in freely, 
and the heavy supplies—about 30,000 
bales fron September to the early 
part of November—fully bore out the 
uncontradicted reports of a very large 
crop. It was generally accepted as a 
fact that we were approaching an- 
other of those ‘“‘bumpers”’ to which we 
have grown so sadly familiar during 
the last few years. In the face of 
such a position of cloves,prices adopt- 
ed a downward eee: andeventu 
ally settled down to 254d for delivery. 
The surprise was therefore very great 
when offers from Zanzibar suddenly 
became fewer and fewer, and a little 
later almost ceased entirely, and as 
at the same time rumors reached our 
market of a ring having been formed, 
whose object it was to buy up all 
cloves procurable at Zanzibar and 
thus stop the supplies, prices quickly 
began to stiffen and an intense excite 
ment ensued, which was further 
strengthened by additional reports of 
large bear accounts for January- 
March deliveries being still un- 
covered. An enormous business fol- 
lowed at ever er prices until 
3d for delivery an 34d c. i. f., were 
reached. In spite of all endeavors on 
part of bulls prices could not be 
brought beyond this limit, and in- 


assert whether all bear accounts were 
covered during the last operations, or 
whether sach accountsin reality did 
exist; but there can be but little 
doubt that both the rumors about 
bear sales and bull ring have, in the 
moment of excitement, been subjected 
to grave exaggerations. A bull ring 
of some sort or another seems to ex- 
ist in Zanzibar, as shown by the ab- 
sence of offers and want of supplies, 
but it remains to be seen whether this 
ring is possessed of such abnormal 
strength as to effectually stop all sup- 
plies for any lepgth of time and hold 
a crop which we all believe to be an 
exceptionally heavy one. For ashort 
while such a powerful ring may exist, 
— a long duration seems hardly pos- 
sible.

Ammonium Sulphate as a Fertilizer. 


The question of the real fertilizing 
value of sulphate of ammonia has re- 
cently been made the subject of 
special investigation by the German 
Agricultural Society. In making his 
report, Dr. Wagner says the two 
points which he was directed to int 
vestigate were the following: Is am - 
monium sulphate a thoroughly reli- 
able fertilizer—a fertilizer in which 
the farmer can place complete confi- 
dence? and then the further ques- 
tion: In what relation of value does 
ammonium sulphate stand to sodium 
nitrate, the so-called Chili sal!tpeter, 
which at present rules the market ? 

He has puid considerable attention 
to the effect of nitrogenous manures 
upon cultivated plants, and during 
the last four years has made, ulon 
with his assistants, several thousan 
experiments upon the manuring of 
plants, with nitrates and ammonium 
compounds. The results of these 
have recently been published in a de- 
tailed work, but for the present we 
shall confine ourselves to the foilow- 
ing questions only: Can the action of 
the ammonium salt be relied upon in 
all cases? Can the farmer apply it in 
all kinds of soils and to all kinds ot 
plants with the same certainty of re- 
sult as Chili saltpeter ? 

These questions have hitherto been 
answered with a decided No, 


THE PREVAILING CBJECTIONS TO ITS USE 


It isto Marcker that we owe nu- 
merous field experiments upon the 
relative actions of ammonium salts 
and nitrate, and these experiments 
have shown how irregular the action 
At one time it 
would show an action that was not 
less than that of a corresponding 
amount of nitrate, whilst at another 
it would be so small that, especially 
in the case of certain crops, such, for 
example, as beets aud potatoes, it 
was believed that the application of 
ammonium sulphate must be quite 
givenup. The causes of these great

There were 
sellers to be found who would accept 
18%c on 5,000 or 10,000 oz lots but they 
were in the minority. It is believed, 
in maay quarters, that the upward 
movement of prices will be resumed 
after the turn of the year, 


Miscellaneous. 


Alcohol.—The recent large advance 
in the price of alcohol has called out 
a protest from the wholesale liquor 
dealers in the shape of a determina- 
tion to establish a distillery or dis- 
tilleries to make enough spirits to 
supply their needs. At a meeting held 
on Wednesday last a committee of 
eleven was appointed with full power 
to devise ways and means for estab- 
lishing such a distillery, and the 
wholesale drug trade, perfumery and 
varnish manufacturers were invited 
to co-operate with a view to making 
these traders independent of the Whis- 
key Trust. Asimilar proposition was 
made some two years ago when the 
Trust became an important factor, 
but for some reason or other after a 
good deal of agitation the matter was 
dropped. It was generally supposed 
that the failure to carry out the plan 
was due to some of the weak-kneed 
members of the trade who were afraid 
that in the event of a sudden drop in 
the price of spirits they would be at 
the mercy of the Trust, which would 
hold them responsible for the pro- 
posed opposition. As in the present 
case the Trust is bent upon having the 
internal revenue tax increased, and 
is prepared to spend a vast sum of 
money with every prospect of success, 
no such fears are now entertained, 
and if the wholesale trede can over- 
come the jealousies and differences 
which have heretofore prevented con- 
certed acticn, there is no reason why 
the project to establish an independ- 
ent distillery should not be carried 
out. If it is done it will be a bad 
blow to the Trust, and its cherished 
schemes will be knocked into pi. An- 
other fact which gives encouragement 
to dealers and induces them to be- 
lieve that the Trust will not attempt 
to make a further advance, as it was 
rumored it had in contemplation, is 
the fact that German potato spirits 
can be laid down here now at a little 
less than the price ofcorn alcohol. A 
number of the jobbers and large con- 
sumers are prepared to cable over 
orders in the event of another ad- 
vance by the Trust. No change in 
prices has occurred during the week, 
the market closing at $254 per run- 
ning gallon for 10-barrel lots of Trust 
gvods and $256@258 for smaller 
quantities, less the usual rebate of 7c 
per proof gallon, while the independ- 
ent dealers are quoting $243 net for 
10 barrel lots and $2 45@2 50 net for 
lesser quantities. 

Wood Alcohol.—In view of the high 
price of grain alcohol it was expected 
that before this the manufacturers of 
wood spilits would raise their prices. 
As yet they have mude no movein 
that direction, but it is generally be- 
lieved thatan advance will be made 
about the beginning of the new year.

known. It was suggested as possible 
—and some experiments seemed to 
confirm this view—that the ammonia 
nitrogen could, under certain circum- 
stances, have a deleterious effect, or 
that the sulphuric acid combined 
with the ammonia might, under some 
conditions, be injurious. 

It was believed that certain plants 
showed particular sensitiveness to- 
wards ammonium salts, and it was 
aiso held possible that in some soils 
the necessary change of the nitrogen 
ofthe ammonia into the form of 
nitric acid proceeded too slowly. In 
short all kinds of theories were pro- 
posed to account for these remarks 








.

ammonium salt. 
It wil' be readily conceived that 


under these circumstances farmers ; monium sulphate has no evil effect 


showed but little inclination to em- 
ploy sulphate of ammonium. Nitrate 
acted more certainly, could be used 
for ro and could not only be 
applied at sowing time, but also asa 
top dressing in April, May or June, 
according to desire; moreover, the 
price of nitrogen as nitrate was not 
higher than that in the form of am- 
monia. In addition to these influ- 
ences we must remember that many 
accounts of failures with ammonium 
sulphate, and sometimes on a very 
large scale, were published from time 
to time. 


Dr. Waddington’s researches, car- 
ried on for a number of years, had 
shown, for example, that the action 
of nitrogen as ammoniaonly amount- 
ed with peas to 69 per cent., with po- 
tatoes to 47 per cent., and with hi. 
grass to only 31 per cent. of that of 
nitrate. Dr. Bassler had. moreover. 
obtained an increased yield of only 37 
kilos of potatoes by tle use of ammo- 
nium sulphate, whilst with a corres- 
ponding amount of nitrate the in- 
crease amounted to 1,500 kilos. Dr. 
Samek published experiments with 
forage beets in which the action of 
the ammonia nitrogen was shown to 
only 16 per cent. of that of the ni- 

rate, 


It is clear that under such condi- 
tions sulphate of ammonia must come 
more and more into discredit, and 
Dr. Wagner himself was the first to 
draw the attention of the farmer to 
the great uncertainty of the action of 
sulphate of ammonia, and to the 
small extent of our knowledge in all 
matters relating tothe action of am- 
monia. He felt that he owed this to 
the farmers. Although this behavior 
on his part gained for him some re- 
proaches both in Germany and other 
countries, yet, under the same cir- 
cumstances, he says he should again 
act in preciselv the same manner. 

It is the distinct duty of all investi- 
gators to expose all gaps in our 
knowledge, just as much as it is his 
duty to fill up those gaps. If Dr. 
Wagner has been to some pains to 
perform the first portion of these du- 
ties, he has been at no less trouble to 
carry out the second to the best of his 
ability. 


THE OBJECTIONS ANSWERED, 


If, some years ago, it was said that 
theammonium salt was not certain 
in action, to day in the light of inves- 
tigations carried on in the interven- 
ing period, it can be shown that am- 
monium sulphate can be employed 
for fertilizing purposes with the same 
degree of certainty that Chili salt 
petre, by explaining the causes to 
which the unfavorable action of am- 
monia fertilizing has been due, and 
by stating the conditious under which 
the effect cf the nitrogen of ammonia 
reaches its highest point, and acts 
with no less certainty than the nitro- 
gen of Chili saltpetre. 

The main conclusions drawn by 
Dr. Wagner from the whole of his 
work are summed up in the following 
pesagrapne — 

1. He has never been able to obtain 


a deleterious action of the am- 
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amounts, 
2. The sulphuric acid of the am-

on the vegitation in the quantities 
usually employed for fertilizing. 

3. Ill effects due to the use of solu- 
tions. which are too concentrated, are 
produced more easilv with solutions 
of nitrates than with those of am- 
monium galts. 

4. The effect of ammoniacal nitrogen 
is considerably less than that of 
nitrate if the soil is deficient in car- 
bonate of lime. On unlimed land the 
action of the ammonia only amount- 
ed to 28 per cent. of that of nitrate; 
whilst on limed land, the other con- 
ditions being the same, the action 
was 90 per cent. of that of nitrate. 

5. A similar state of things oecurs 
when the soil is lacking in potash 
salts. The soda of the Chili salt- 
petre is able in such cases to replace 

he lacking potesh to some extent 
An addition of co nmon gal;, or pot- 
ash salt, contaiuing soda increases 
the effect of the ammonium com- 
pounds in such circumstances. .- 7 

6. When all the necessary condi- 
tions for the proper action of the am- 
monium salts are fulfilled, the action 
of these amounts in round numbers 
to about 90 per cent. of that of a cor- 
responding quantity of the nitrate. 

7. The action of the ammoniaca| 
nitrogen exceeds that of nitrate 
when continued rains and a very 
porous soil have allowed the nitrate 
to penetrate too far into the soil. | 

The action of the ammoniacal 
nitrogen also exceeds that of the nit- 
rate when the soil has been rendered 
by the repeated additions of kainit 
so rich in soda that a further addition 
of the latter, which is contained in 
the nitrate, is injurious. 

9. The fertilising value of the am- 
moniacal nitrogen may be said to be 
on the average in practice equal to 
that of the nitrate, provided that the 
ammonium salt is applied io arational 
manner, all the conditions of the case 
being properly considered. 

These results justify the statement 
that ammonium sulphate now belongs 
to those fertilisers which, when prop 
erly employed can be relied upon to 
produce a proper effect, and in which 
the farmer can thoroughly trust. We 
are now in the position to say definit- 
ely to the farmer under what condi 
tions the sulphate will have the maxi- 
mum of action, what precautions 
must be adopted to ensure its efficacy, 
and under what circumstances Chili 
saltpetre should be preferred to am 
monia, and vice versa. We havethus 

ained much, and what remains tobe 

one is not difficult. We have now, 
to make these experiments useful in 
practice, to make them known as 
widely as possible. to remove the 
present erroneous ideas, to confirm 
the trustworthiness of the ammonium 
salt, and in every way to spreadjclear 
and accurate information upon this 
question.
